15.—The 
world's great primal want is Peace; 
Peace is needed lor the full" develop-' 
ment of the marvelous discoveries 
wmen nave just burst upon the tire- \ 
ie'ss searchers after nature's secrets, 
which" still lie hidden trom our view, 
and the wondrous- possibilities of 
which await the revelation ot some 
inspired prdphet chosen for the mis- 
sion thousands of years ago, before 
Adam and Eve wandered in'innocence 
amid the 'glories of .Paradise or 
Noah's ark found a safe anchorage 
tor his mighty and indescribable fam- 
ily on the summit of,- Mount Ararat. 
At this time, under the ordinary 
circumstances that govern the elec- 
tions one year preceding the Presi-^ 
dentia] election, politics is expected 
to engross every available hour, but 
not so now. Regarding the coming 
election we are afloat; never before 
1^. x-iy i ecollection has • there" been 
such a staggering uncertainty as to 
the results. 
One ponderous figure 
stands out bold and clear-cut against 
the political norizon—it is that of 
our Secretary ot War, Taft; wherever: 
he goes he is received with the most 
distinguished honor, his peace-procla- 
mations, coming from one so near the 
President—with whose policy he has 
always been in accord—carries unus- 
ual weight and appeals to have 
struck the keynote of popular desire 
at home and abroad, except with the 
few fire-brands who are always urg* 
ing everybody else to fight bu't who 
never do any fighting themselves, and 
who -always keep out of the way 
whenever there is a possibility of get- 
ting hurt. 


.The effect of Secretary Taft's good 
speeches is already seen in China; 
the Chinese boycott, during the" brief 
time that it was in existence, cost the 
commerce of our country many mil- 
lions of dollars and hopelessly ruined, 
many mercantile houses whose sole 
dependen.ce"was their Chinese trade. 
The "boycott has been declared off, the 
greatest statesman in China, who is 
the- Dowager Empress' "-Chief Gounr 
selorr.having declared it "a thing of 
the past.". The effect of Secretary 
Taft's peace speeches was more pro- 
nounced in Japan than in China; no 
public man of any nationality ever 
got such a reception; the friendly 
feelings expressed for the United 
States must have been a sore disap- 
pointment to the chronic disturbers 
of the peace, who .have beefl egging 
on the United States to pick some 
kind of a fight with Japan, but .who 
found that our level-headed Presi- 
dent could see no point where the 
Japanese had given us just cause for 
offense. 
"Our Teddy" refused to use 


the -big stick; he recognized the1 fact 
that the Japanese temper had been 
sorely tried by the exclusion of tueir 
children from the public schools, the 
looting, of their restaurants and as- 
saults on. inoffensive 'Japanese. 
He 


gave evidence of his desire to • fulfil 
all our treaty-obligations and .the 
Mikado accepted the evidence of his 
good-faith when he saw the thieving 
mayor and his piratical crew, who 
had concocted the villainy, safely 
landed behind the bars of a state 
prison.

Thank fortune the telegraphers' 


strike is over. . It was evident from 
the .start that if. the strike continued 
any length of time somebody was go- 
ing to get hurt. 
The question now 
is: who is that somebody? One thing 
is pretty evident—that the blow did 
not reach the men it was intended to 
strike. The only persons who could 
have altered the existing conditions 
to increase wages or decrease hours 
of labor were the trustees, the presi- 
dent and some of the officers of the 
company, and the strike never touch- 
ed them; it was the poor people, the 
employed .day-laborers, who lost their 
positions by, thousands, and the con- 
fidential strike-encouragers, who can 
now never get back the positions they 
threw away. 
But to return to the 


point which I commenced this let- 
ter-—the necessity of peace for the 
investigation and development, of the 
wonderful secrets of nature. 
Telegraphy is old and rusty; it 


does our bidding—it carries our mes- 
sages over mountains and seas on a 
bit of wire more faithfully than any 
human agent could be depended upon 
to do it; we put our ear to the wire 
and a loved friend whispers a mes- 
sage of affection from a thousand 
miles away, but who stops to think 
what a wonderful thing it is? No 
inspired prophet, from the creation 
of the world up to seventy years ago, 
ever even dreamed of such a miracle 
and now, today, comes the news that 
the telephone is In successful use on 
our vessels of war and promises to be 
the rival of wireless telegraphy. One 
of the most eminent electricians in 
the world declares we are only on 
the borderline of electrical discovery. 
You ask: What more can it do? 
I 
reply: I do not know; God, in his own 
due time, will make the disclosure— 
when the human seal of man shall 
have reached his highest state of 
purification, that may even involve a 
departure and return to and from this 
land or globe to some higher, and 
more glorious, and better one, from 
which man may bring a knowledge of 
an ability to use forces whose laws we 
how cannot even picture In 
For this we watch and wait.

1 Quite ^af'fcurnber of persons' have 
been ^Utq|iiing what progress has 
oeeowBjMkde1- toward securing city de- 
livery oft -mails for our town. 'For 
the information of the public I will 
give the facts as matters now stand-: 
- ' After jfibrrespondjng with fthe Post 
Office Department" since last March 
in regard: to the matter, I received, 
on September 19, a notice from the 
dep'artm«4t that an inspector would 
be arent, here "to ascertain whether 
the J requiienients of 'the regulations 
regarding sidewalks, street lights, 
street jsigiis, and house numbers have 
been. (metj." 
The same day I called 
on'the clerk of the borqugh council., 
showed 4um the letter and urged 
him- * to ^Inform the members of the 
council^and get them to work at once 
tovput'up the street signs and begin 
the work of numbering the houses 
I also took the letter to the office^ of 
tfie Inquirer and Gazette and it was 
published in both papers the next 
day, September 20, and thus brought 
to the notice of the whole commun- 
ity. That completed all the work I 
eoulij dojipfficially, as postmaster, and 
left the completion of the work to be 
done by the borough council and the 
citizens. 
Personally, I have, ever since, been 
persistently urging the council and 
street committee to push the work of 
putting up street signs and number- 
ing the -houses, so that when an in- 
spector arrives he may find us ready 
and wide awake in regard to the in- 
terests. of our town. 
The work has 
not "'progressed: as .rapidly ^as I Had 
hoped >it would, but I * am informed 
that the* council will now push the 
work as* rapidly as possible, and It 
should ,be completed in a couple 
weeks. 
An inspector will be here 
shortly — just how soon I do not 
know-^but we should make every 
effort to "have things in a satisfactory 
condition when the inspector does 
come. The work is now entirely in 
the-hands of the eounciirand the citi- 
zens of the town. 1 shall continue, 
as I have in the past, to do all I can 
tb' help this work along, as well as 
any, other that may be inaugurated 
forr.the promotion. :of the welfare and 
prosperity of the; community..

summoned and it passed finally, the 
vote being aye 170 and nay 1. 'But 
Mr. Sheatz was not the solitary, in- 
dividual who cast the negative vote. 
That distinction belongs to Mr. John 
Francles of the Second district, Alle- 
gheny county. 
On the contrary Mr. 


Sheatz voted aye. — Legislative Rec- 
ord, 190, page 16'91, or Journal of 
the House of Representatives, 1903,

He may have intended

On March 12 the vote was recon- 
sidered, on Tribtion of Mr. Plummer 
of Blair county, on March 17 it was 
again "called up" for final passage 
by Mr. Colville of Philadelphia, and 
agreed to, Mr. Sheatz voting in. the 
negative. 
On all the other water 


bills he either dodged the vote or 
voted in the affirmative. His state- 
ment that he not only voted against 
but worked against the water bills 
is, therefore, a falsification of the 
facts. 
The Grafters Have No Fear of 


Conviction. 


"A wink is as good as a nod to 


a blind mule," and it requires little 
perspicacity to see that the lawyers 
of the capitol grafters are not in 
the least worried about the promised 
criminal proceeding's. 
If each of 


the accused " was convicted on each 
of the counts upon which he is in- 
dicted, they -would all go to the pen- 
itentiary for life. 
That being the 


case it is not likely that the cele- 
brated criminal lawyers who repre- 
sent them would have voluntarily 
relinquished any advantages of de- 
lay or- other technicalities unless 
they had obtained some sort of 
guarantees that their clients are in 
no danger of conviction.

manner, it 
doesn't matter much 


whether it comes early or late. At 
best it is a diftlcult matter to prove/ 
a conspiracy when most of the con- 
spirators are corporations as happens 
to be the case in the matter in 
point.

At the National Prison Congress 
held in Cleveland, O., September 22- 
!6, 1900, a Standing Committee was 
.ppointed to promote the observance 
n the churches of the United States 
f the last Sunday in October of each 
ear as Prison Sunday. To further 
his movement in the Keystone state, 
he Pennsylvania Prison Society has 
onstituted a committee which now 
makes its appeal to the clergymen 
,nd churches of the state, asking the 
iress to co-operate. 


Experience in other states has 
emonstrated thai the observance of 
'risen Sunday is of great utility and 
eads to beneficent results. 
Enlight- 
ned views on crime and criminals, 
he causes and prevention of crime, 
he' protection of the young, the pro- 
er methods ^of dealing with crimi- 
nals and discharged convicts, etc , are 
nculcated'and thus public opinion is 
not only molded in the right direc- 
ion but an ever-increasing number 
f persons become actively interested 
n preventive and reformatory work. 
Rectors and pastors are therefore re- 
uested, on October 27, to preach on 
he general subject of crime and 
riminals, noting that there are fully 
00,000 convicts now in the reforma- 
ories, prisons, and penitentiaries of 
he United States; that the majority 
if these are under thirty years of 
,ge, that juvenile crime is on the in- 
rease; that three-fourths of the 
riminal class come from the neglect- 
d, abandoned, defective and delin- 
uent children who are permitted to 
jrow up without proper training; 
hat this class is at least ten times 
arger than the number of convicts 
n confinement at any one time; and 
hat about half of the convicts con- 
ined in our penal institutions have 
een imprisoned before

he society annually expends about 
;6,000 and would greatly appreciate

The Great Wheat Kelt—Sources of 


National Wealth. 


Come v ith me and take a look at 


the granai> of the \\oild. 
The size 


of Canada's ne\\ bread basket is hard 
to define. 
To no one has the marvel- 


ous growth of the Dominion come as 
a pi eater surprise than to Canadians 
them?eUes. 
They 
realized all at 


once that histoi}, and big history 
100, was in the making; \\heu one 
sui\ejs Canada the lacts are so big 
at, to be bevildeimg. 
Leaving the 


United States boundaij and tiaveling 
no! lliward the land grows bejter, 
the spiing wheat legion being in the 
Red River Valley in Manitoba and 
:uns northwesterly, spreading out as 
it goes. There is much difference in 
the quality of the land, some pieces 
are excellent, others are of a medium 
grade and not a few decidedly poor. 


The country is co~\ ered with a net- 


woik of streams. 
The mighty Sas- 


katchewan, which compares in size 
with the Mississippi, flows through 
the wheat belt from west to east, 
emptying into Lake Winnipeg. It is 
navigable for small boats for about a 
thousand miles and during the sum- 
niei it is used laigely by settlers. 
They come from Edmonton on the 
railroad and float their effects down 
to the homesteads, which they have 
picked out upon the banks. 
The 


lands are pretty well absorbed on 
both, sides of the river for a distance 
of a thousand miles. 
Many little 


towns have sprung up; the same is 
true everywhere along the new rail- 
roads, there being something like 
forty new towns along the Canadian 
Northern. 
Indeed the whole wheat 


belt is peppered with homesteads, al- 
though not five per cent, of the good 
land has been completely occupied 
and the greater part of it is yet un- 
broken. 


Many large wheat fields dot the 


landscape-; each of them is a little gold 
mine which has only to be passed 
through the threshing machine smel- 
ter to be turned into bullion. 
The 


land here produces almost one-third 
more than in the United States; it 
will average at least twenty bushels 
per acre and this would mean a crop 
of 2,000,000 bushels if the wheat 
belt should be cultivated. 
Every- 


where men are plowing. Notice the 
soil—it shines like black velvet un- 
der the sun. 
What mighty plows! 


Bach is drawn by six horses, and 
long lines of them follow one another 
ovei the fields. 
Here and there, at 


long distances, steam plows may be 
seen. 
. 


The towns are new. 
And such 


towns! 
They look ragged and most 


of the buildings seem to be put up 
with hatchet and saw. 
The average 


settlement consists of a single street 
of irregular one and two-story build- 
ings facing the railroad. 
A wheat 


elevator stands near the track and 
often the elevator and railroad sta- 
tion are the only buildings. 
The 


sound of hammer and saw is every- 
wh e heard. 
Nothing is old. I had 


a chat with Charles N. Bell, who is 
considered one of the best authorities 
on wheat raisiag in the Canadian 
Noithwest. 
"When was wheat first 


rai..ed in the Northwest, Mr. Bell?" 


T asked. 
"We were producing grain 


near Winnipeg long before your 
western states had any existence," 
was the reply. "As far back as 1812 
Lord Selkirk brought a colony to 
Manitoba 
and that colony raised 


wheat. Canada is, as yet, an unpros- 
pected agricultural region. We know 
that we ha\e a large part of the earth 
and the fullness thereof, but just 
how much remains to be seen." 


Just when the free lands of the 


United States are exhausted and the 
Federal Government is putting up 
barf, to keep out the penniless immi- 


grant Canada is in a position to open 
her 
doors wide. 
Of 171,000,000 


acres ot tree prairie land in the west, 
suiveyed 
and 
climatically fit for 


wheat, only 5,000,000 are now oc- 
cupied. 
One-sixth only of Manitoba 


is occupied, and less than a tenth of 
he other western provinces. Canada's 
nines are on the same bewildering 
jig scale as her wheat lands 


Her timber area is lour tunes 


greater than the timber aiea ol the 
United States, three times greater 
ban the timber area of "Russia, and 
wice as great as the timber area of 
all Uaiope; all this source of national 
\ealth is practically untapped. And 
he fur industry is not only the oldest 
n the northwest but the oldest of 
uankind. And it is an industry that 
ias led to the pathfiuding ot half 
he woild. The fur trade of America 
s greater today than ever before in 
ts history. 
It will astonish most 


eaders to be told that on the Ameri- 
can side of the line the volume of the 
ur trade is the largest ever known 
n the United States, greater than in 
he daj s when the buffalo and beaver 
lad the whole continent as a starnp- 
ng ground 
There is more money 


omg to trappers today for skunk, 


and muskiat, and fox than was ever 
made out for beaver and sea-otter 
ind the rare furs. 
Canada is the 


world's fur preserve and exports over 
$2,500,000 worth, a year. The silver 
ox is king of the north, as their 
skins readily bring from 
$300 to 


!750 each 


The buyers d'o not give paying 


rices for the skins of poisoned ani- 
mals or those taken out of season, 
•et there can never be a closed sea- 
ion for the simple reason that the 
ndian treaties stipulate that the red 
man shall have the right to hunt as 
ong as the streams flow and the sun 
-ises. But not all Indians are hunt- 
ers. 
On the Peace river there are 


many Indian farnfers; one of them 
aised 3,000 bushels of wheat last 
•ear. 
The Hudson Bay Fur Com- 


pany has a large grist mill 400 miles 
north 
of Edmonton, where large 


crops of excellent wheat are grown.

cloth, but do not peel them, cut them 
in slices, and put them in a saucepan 
with enough cold water to float them. 


Boil them until quite tender and 


the fruit is reduced to a pulp, then 
rub through a sieve. Weigh the pulp, 
and allow three-qiiarters of a pound 
of lump sugar to every pound. 


Place the whole on the fire, and 


keep it well stirred from the bottom 
of the pan with a wooden spoon until 
reduced to a marmalade, which may 
be known by dropping a little on a 
cold plate; if it jellies it is done. 


Put into glass jars while hot; let 


it stand till cold, then seal well.

There is no relation between 


straw yield and grain yield in wheat. 


2. No single variety of wheat can

3, Long year averages seem best 


lor 
determining 
variety qualities 


Taking yield as a basis the five hest 
varieties for conditions ^as they exist 
at the Station farm are: Fulcaster, 
China, Royal Red Clawson, Reliable, 
and Dawson's Golden Chaff. 


4. The yield of wheat in Pennsyl- 


vania is too low. Good varieties and 
attention to the management of the 
culture of the crop will greatly aid 
in securing more wheat and greater 
profits.

No specific date for sowing 


wheat can be given. Too early or too 
late sowing should not he practiced.
